A SUCCESSFUL ENTERPRISE. 


The oil wells of the Los Angeles Pe­ 
troleum Refining Company, located in 
the San Fernando mountains, thirty- 
two miles northwest of this city, are 
now yielding from ten to fifteen bar­ 
rels of crude petroleum per day, and 
the question of increasing the daily 
tlow to any given number of gallons is 
only one of increasing the number of 
wells. The company have decided to 
add to the wells already boijed a suffi­ 
cient number to make the daily flow 
about fifty barrels. They have erected 
a refinery at San Fernando, which will 
be in operation by the close of this 
week. They have also entered into a 
contract with Mr. Carreras of tins 
city, who is a practical refiner of oils, 
by which Mr. Carreras binds himself 
to immediately erect a refinery here, 
at which he will refine the oil by a 
chemical process that secures an illu- 
minatingfluid standing a much higher 
test than the best extra brands of ker­ 
osene now brought from the East. 
Mr. Carreras has selected the site of 
his refinery, and will commence oper­ 
ations at once. By his process less 
than fifteen per cent of the crude pe­ 
troleum is lost, and even that is not 
lost, as the greater part of it is 
worked up into a superior lubricating 
oil, for which there is great demand 
on the railroads, at a price equal to 
that of the illuminating fluid. The 
loss in refining the petroleum at the 
Eastern refineries, ranges from forty 
to sixty per cent, though a portion of 
this is recovered in the benzine and 
naptha saved. By Mr. Carreras’ pro­ 
cess, the explosive gases are neutral­ 
ized and a fluid produced which will 
not explode under a test of 110. The 
company will soon have a supply of 
fifty barrels of crude petroleum per 
day, which will refine at least thirty- 
five barrels, thus enabling the com­ 
pany to place on the market 1,700 gal­ 
lons per day of superior illuminating 
fluid. The fluid is worth forty eents 
per gallon, to say nothing of the large 
return from lubricating oil manufac­ 
tured from the residuum. 


LOS ANGELES TO HAVE TWO PORTS OF 
ENTRY. 


W ith two ports of entry, W ilming­ 
ton and Truxton, Los Angeles will 
possess commercial advantages of ex­ 
traordinary character. 
Wilmington 
harbor is 
receiving improvements 
which will render it safe and conve­ 
nient for vessels of every character. It 
is an important point on the Pacific 
coast, and the Government will not 
cease its attentions to it until the 
greatly exaggerated stories about its 
want of safety and difficulties of land­ 
ing will be heard no more. The 
Truxton landing will, with the pro­ 
posed improvement, be alike safe and 
convenient. These ports will debark 
and embark the vast commercial trade 
of this city with the Ulterior. Both 
railroads will do a large carrying bus­ 
iness, and in the two harbors will be 
seen vessels from all parts of the world. 
Carpers and croakers will pish at these 
predictions, but if they do not in a 
very short time die the death of false 
prophets, they will see a realization 
of all here predicted. The rich soil of 
this valley and the wealth of “our 
back country” demand it, and will 
not be denied. 


A DANGEROUS AND GROWING TENDENCY. 


Time was when the candidates re­ 
ceiving the largest number of votes 
were considered elected and their de­ 
feated opponents gracefully yielded to 
the will of the majority, congratulat­ 
ing the winner and hoping for better 
luck next time. That time is past. 
Now, in m any instances, it is nothing 
remarkable to see each of the oppos­ 
ing candidates claiming the office, 
each attempting tojustify his act with 
trumped up and entirely groundless 
charges th at the other resorted to 
fraud and corrupting influences. Much 
acrimonious and expensive litigation 
follows. Only a little while .ago one 
of these struggles led to bloodshed in 
Louisiana and now we are likely to 
have these sanguinary sceues re-en­ 
acted in Arkansas. It is time the 
people expressed their disapprobation 
of these uncalled for contests in a 
manner so emphatic and unm istaka­ 
ble that defeated candidates will learn 
that to indulge in them will be to 
render themselves so unpopular that 
in future they will not receive a suffi­ 
cient number of votes to sustain even 
a shadow of a pretext for wrangling. 
Elections may lie and doubtless are 
conducted as fairly and honestly now 
as they ever were. Some one always, 
or almost always, receives a majority 
of the votes cast, and that majority is, 
or should be, undoubted proof that the 
person receiving it is the choice of 
more than one-half of the voters for 
the position named. Contested elec­ 
tions are becoming of entirely too fre­ 
quent occurrence. 
They indicate a 
growing disposition not to submit to 
the will of the majority. Men enter­ 
taining such sentiments are unfit to 
become the public servants of a Re­ 
publican party and no one of them 
should ever be given a second oppor­ 
tunity to 
manifest his dangerous 
trouble-creating disposition. 
There 
are occasional eases where a contest is 
warranted by the facts, but in no in­ 
stance should It lead to mob violence. 


IT MEANS BUSINESS. 


The organization of the Los Angel­ 
es and independence Railroad Com­ 
pany, and the alacrity with which our 
leading citizens are taking stock in 
tin; enterprise, evinces an earnestness 
and determination which almost en­ 
sures the speedy construction of the 
road. 
It is one of the very best 
schemes for the prosperity of Los An­ 
geles and the developement of tlie 
mineral wealth of Inyo county that 
could bo undertaken, and it is a source 
of gratification to know that the en­ 
tire press of this county and the com­ 
m unity to a man, are working in uni­ 
son for its advancement. 
The build­ 
ing of the roud will open up a large 
section of country and secure its trade 
for tilias city. It will furnish trans­ 
portation and render valuable, m il­ 
lions upon millions of tons of ore that 
is now considered almost valueless. 
It will give cheap and rapid trans­ 
portation to an immense freighting 
business. 
It will run through the 
center of an almost exliaustless sup­ 
ply of oak timber, and give us an 
abundance of cheap fuel. 
It will 
secure to this city the trade of all tlie 
upper portion of the San Joaquin 
Valley, and it will, by connecting with 
the railroad soon to be completed to 
Sumner, near Bakersfield, give Los 
Angeles and her valley, rai'road com­ 
munication with San Francisco. It is 
probable that Stanford & Co. will com­ 
plete the Southern Pacific on to this 
city very soon, but in case they should 
not, the road to be built by our citizens 
will secure the trade and open an out­ 
let by rail—a consummation devoutly 
to bo wished. 


M a n y farmers of this county are, we 
understand, preparing to ship the sur­ 
plus products of their farms direct to 
the San Francisco m arket. 
In order 
to pursue this plan successfully, it is 
important that they have an agency at 
the Bay city, to which all their pro­ 
duce is consigned. This agency should 
be in the hands of a firm one of whose 
members, at least, possesses a general 
knowledge of the valley, its products 
and wants, who will understand the 
quality and value of the articles con­ 
signed to his house, as well as a full 
realization of 
the 
importance 
of 
prompt sale and equally prompt return 
of tlie proceeds. The majority of the 
commission houses of San Francisco 
are lax in botli these essential particu­ 
lars. Action upon the suggestion here 
made will result beneficially to those 
of our farmers and fruit growers pro­ 
posing to ship direct to the city. 


. Th e radically unreasonable faction 
of the Adm inistration party have re­ 
ceived a severe rebuke iu Massachu­ 
setts. The election of W ashburn to 
the scat in the United States Senate, 
lately occupied by Chas. Sumner, was 
a decided defeat of Ben. Butler and 
his inflation party. 
W ashburn is a 
moderately able man of undoubted 
integrity, and his victory over Dawes 
is due solely to the latter’s fealty to 
Butler. I f, as is anticipated,the Presi­ 
dent signs the inflation hill, lie at once 
announces himself the ally and con­ 
federate, we m ight say the chief, of 
the worst, most extravagant, small, 
extremist faction of the party that 
elected him, and the people will repu­ 
diate him and condemn the act as em ­ 
phatically as they have the policy of 
15. F. Butler. 


T iie San Francisco Bulletin opposes 
the building of the railroad from 
Grass Valley to Colfax, or the build­ 
ing of any oilier road that will con­ 
nect with Stanford & Co.’s road. This 
is sheer nonsense, and exhibits a 
hatred which the owners of the Bulle­ 
tin only entertain for persons who 
have refused to meet their Oliver 
Twist-like demand for more, more. 
It is fortunate that the Bulletin m an­

Opinion of a Visitor. 


A correspondent of the Petaluma 
Argus, writing from this city under 
date of April 13th, gives the following 
as some of the results of his observa­ 
tions here: 
On every hand arc trees bending 
under the weight of golden fruit, some 
bearing as high as 1,500 oranges. 
>Ve 
saw English walnut trees over twenty 
feet high, and branching fifteen or 
twenty feet; apricots equally as high; 
olive trees fifteen lector more in hight; 
a palm tree eleven feet in circumfer­ 
ence and about thirty feet high. Veg­ 
etation grows to an extent which taxes 
the credulity of one not seeing it. 
1 
pulled a mustard stalk on uncultivated 
ground six feet long this early in the 
season. 
The malva growing by the 
roadside rises to the backs of the team. 
Many have the impression that the 
climate here is warm er than in Bono- 
ma county, but such is not the case. 
The Summers are as cool, while the 
Winters are warmer, and we are saved 
the chilly, winds direct from the 
ocean. For invalids, the place is equal 
to or better than Bantu Barbara. The 
profits of semi-tropical fruit culture 
would not be credited if told. 
I will 
mention a few facts. 
Bearing orange 
orchards cannot be bought at any 
price. 
Thos. A. Garey bought ten 
acres for $4,000, which lie had beep 
leasing. There were 430 orange trees, 
six to seven years old, which will bear 
next year, 
l i e would not take 88,000 
for it. 
For a bed of seedling limes, 
costing in money $100, lie took $2,000. 
He has many varieties which lie is 
testing to find the best, among which 
is a variety just ripening for the first 
time. 
Four were hanging on one 
limb not over three-fourths of an inch 
in diameter, while the fruit was each 
eighteen inches in circumference, and 
must weigh three and one-half to four 
pounds each. 
A dwarf orange tree ten 
inches high had fourteen small sized 
oranges on it. 


After the Bandit, Vasquez. 


On Monday night, Ilarry Morse, 
Sheriff 
of 
Alam eda county, 
and 
Thomas Cunningham, Sheriff of Ban 
Joaquin county, were in this city. 
They came unheralded and in such 
questionable shape th at their most in­ 
timate friends had to take a square 
look before recognizing them. They 
looked more like a couple of dilapi­ 
dated sheep-herders than the H igh 
Sheriffs of two of the most wealthy 
and populous counties. 
Both wore

Morse and Gunningham are 
brave as lions, keen on the scent of 
outlaws and well acquainted with the 
desperate Mexican characters in the 
State. 
They know tlie Coast and Si­ 
erra ranges from Shasta Butte to San 
Gorgonio i’ass. 
If lmt once they get 
on Vasquez’s trail while it is warm, 
the people of California may expect to 
hear of some desperate fighting and of 
the bandit’s deatli or capture.

Crop Statistics— One Benefit of the 
Grange System. 


F rom th e S o u th ern C alifornian, April 18. 
Heretofore it has been almost im ­ 
possible for a journalist to procure ac­ 
curate 
and definite 
statistical in­ 
formation regarding the growing crops 
of the section in which lie might he 
located. Even when the section was 
thoroughly canvassed in order to gath­ 
er these statistics, the natural disincli­ 
nation of people to communicate in­ 
formation concerning their private af­ 
fairs has interfered to prevent full and 
comprehensive returns from being 
made. 
Under the Grange system, 
however, these difficulties no longer 
exist. The object, for which the in­ 
formation is asked, meets with the 
approval of all, and all feel a full con­ 
fidence th at nothing inimical to the 
interests of the farmer will be given 
to the outside world. 
We present 
herewith a communication from tlie 
Secretary of Fairview Grange which 
explains itself: 
‘•Ed. C a l i f o r n i a n : From a statis­ 
tical report of the growing crops, com­ 
piled at the last meeting of Fairview 
Grange, it was ascertained that the 
number of acres sown in rye this sea­ 
son, by the different members of this 
Grange is about 2,0U0, and the esti­ 
mated yield 50,000 bushels; the num ­ 
ber of acres sown in barley is about 
3.000, estimated yield. ljMl.m 10 bushels: 
the number of acres planted in corn is 
000, estimated yield,# 20,000 bushels. 
These figures are 
confined to the 
crops of the members of the Grange. 
Over one-third of the farmers in the vi­ 
cinity of Anaheim are not members of 
the Grange. Taking the figures given 
above as a basis to calcutate the crops 
of those not members, and we have 
about two hundred and fifty thousand 
bushels of grain as the estimated yield 
of the coming harvest, produced in the 
immediate vicinity of Anaheim. 
Al­ 
lowing similar amounts to be produc­ 
ed within the jurisdiction of each of 
the three other Granges, W estminis­ 
ter, Orange and Fruitlaud, and we 
have a million of bushels grown in the 
valley of the Santa Ana this season. 
Certainly a very creditable showing 
for an agricultural district only five 
vears old.

The Strength of Materials. 


Gold may be hammered so that it is 
only 1-330.000 of an inch thick. A 
grain of iron may be divided into 
4.000.000 parts. Still chemistry tells 
us that there are ultimate parts called 
atoms or molecules, which are abso­ 
lutely indivisible. These atoms are 
attracted to each other by the attrac­ 
tion of cohesion and repelled by the 
force of repulsion. By the action of 
both these forces the atoms are kept in 
a state of rest, 
f he solidity of a solid 
depends upon the fact that each pair 
of atoms are in this state of equilib­ 
rium. These atoms arc supposed to 
be of an oblate,.spheroidal form. An 
iron bar would support its own weight 
if stretched out to a lepgtli of 3) miles. 
A bar of steel was once made, which 
would sustain its own weight if ex­ 
tended to a length of 13) miles. 
Our ideas of great and small are no 
guide to be used in judging of what is 
truly great and small in nature The 
Bunker H ill Monument m ight be 
built to over a mile in height without 
crushing the stones at its base. W hen 
bars of iron are stretched until they 
break, those which are the strongest 
increase in length less than the weaker 
ones. A piece of wood having a 
breadth and thickness of three inches 
and a length of fonr feet, if supported 
at its ends, would be bent one-mil- 
lioneth of an inch by a weightof three 
pounds placed at its centre, and a 
weight of one-tenth of an ounce would 
I>end 
it one-seven-millionth of an 
inch.

Norton 
described 
a 
machine for testing the variation of 
of wood. The machine consists of 
levers and screws, so contrived that 
tlie amount of weight brought to bear 
upon the stick can be accurately meas­ 
ured and the variation of the stick from 
a straight line can be measured even 
though it do not exceed oi*e-sven-iuil- 
lionthofun inch.

How the Eye is Swept and Washed. 


For us to be able to see objects clear­ 
ly and distinctly, it is necessary that 
tlie eye should be kept clean. 
For 
this purpose it is furnished w ith a lit­ 
tle gland, from which flows a watery 
fluid (tears), which is spread over the 
eye by the lid, and it is afterwards 
swept off by it, and runs through a 
hole in the bone to the under surface 
of the nose, while tlie warm air, pass­ 
ing over it while breathing, evapor­ 
ates it. 
It is remarkable that no such 
gland can be found in the eyes offish, 
as the element in which they live an­ 
swers the same purpose. 
If the eye had not been furnished 
with a liquid to wash it, and a lid to 
sweep it off, things would appear as 
they do when you look through a 
dusty glass. Along the edges of the 
eyelids there is a great number of lit­ 
tle tubes and glands, from which flows 
an oily substance which spreads over 
the surface of the skin, and thus pre­ 
vents the edges from being sore or ir­ 
ritated, and it also helps to keep tears 
within the lid. There are also six lit­ 
tle muscles attached to the eye which 
enable us to move it in every direc­ 
tion, and when we consider tlie differ­ 
ent motions they are capable of giving 
to the eye, we cannot but admire the 
goodness of Him who formed them, 
and thus saved us the trouble of turn­ 
ing our heads every time we wished to 
view an object.
